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Crash claims life 
of Springfield man 


Local, state police investigate two 
weekend motor vehicle accidents

AGAWAM — A 40-year-old Springfield man was killed and a 
12-year-old boy was injured in two separate holiday weekend ac- 
cidents, Agawam Police said Tuesday. 

According to a release issued by Agawam Lt. Eric Gillis, Grego- 
rio Padilla of Springfield died as a result of injuries he sustained in 
a motor vehicle vs. pedestrian accident on Monday, July 4. 

The accident at the intersection of Springfield Street and Kristen 
Lane in the Feeding Hills section of town, was reported at 2:45 
p.m. Upon arrival, officers found that the crash involved a motor 
vehicle and adult male pedestrian. The pedestrian — whom police 
later identified as Padilla — was transported by Agawam Fire De- 
partment paramedics to Baystate Medical Center with life-threaten- 
ing injuries. He was admitted to the Intensive Care Unit of Baystate 
Medical Center in critical condition. Police were notified later that 
Padilla died as a result of his injuries. 

Agawam Police Department is conducting an investigation with 
the assistance of Massachusetts State Police special operations 
units including Collision Analysis and Reconstruction and Crime 
Scene Services. 

According to Gillis, a preliminary investigation determined that 
the motor vehicle was traveling west on Springfield Street when it 
collided with Padilla. Casual factors in the crash and the identifica- 
tion of the driver were not released at presstime. 

Springfield Street from the intersection of Rowley Street to Har- 
ding Street was closed to traffic and diverted around the crash while 
officers conducted their investigation. The street was reopened to 
traffic around 5 p.m.

School roof replacement 
Issue raises questions 


Council approves 
emergency preamble

AGAWAM - At its Tuesday, July 5 meet- 
ing — the only council meeting scheduled 
in July — the Agawam City Council ap- 
proved an emergency preamble to assist the 
Agawam School Department in its pursuit of 
the replacement of a new roof for Agawam 
Junior High School. 

The preamble is a direct result of the vari- 
ous hurdles the Massachusetts School Build- 
ing Authority (MSBA) program has thrown 
at the Agawam School District. The pream- 
ble was necessary so the school department 
could submit the various documents needed 
for schematic design approval by the Aug. 
15 deadline. 

If the designs are not received by that date, 
Agawam could stand to lose around $1 mil- 
lion in reimbursable funds. 

City Councilor Robert Rossi said he was 
a little disturbed that a known problem was 
placed as an “emergency” on the City Coun- 
cil agenda and asked several questions of 
Town Treasurer/Collector Laurel Placzek 
and School Department Director of Finance 
Patricia Cavanaugh. 

“T am having trouble with this preamble,” 
said Rossi. “From what I am reading, this 
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is really not an emergency. It is well known 
that the roof has had problems and needs to 
be replaced.” 

Other councilors had little concern over 
the emergency preamble portion of the issue 
and were pleased with the potential for the 
project to be eligible for around $1 million 
in MSBA reimbursement. 

“This is a major savings to the taxpay- 
ers in town,” said Councilor George Bitzas. 
“We need to pass this preamble and get the 
money from the state.” 

The MSBA is willing to reimburse the 
town for approximately 58 percent of the 
project cost, currently estimated at $1.75 
million. 

The junior high school roof is in a consid- 
erable state of disrepair and is long past its 
warranty. In addition, Cavanaugh said the 
harsh winter has added to the pressing need 
to replace the roof. The winter is also the rea- 
son the MSBA is adding yet another hurdle to 
Agawam’s project submission process. 

“Because the warranty on the roof is now 
expired and there are further concerns, the 
state wants us to have a structural assess- 
ment,” said Cavanaugh. “That is what makes 
this an emergency.” 

Rossi questioned why a procedure took so 
long to get on the council agenda. 

Placzek explained the project needed ap- 
proval from the School Committee, which 
goes on an agenda as new business for re- 
view then becomes old business and up for 
vote at the followin g meeting. It must then 
go through the same process with the City 
Council.

AGAWAM - The Agawam Bike Trail is 
a 1.75-mile stretch of beauty along River 
Road and something the town has worked 
hard to maintain. Now, thanks to a donation 
from Six Flags New England, visitors will 
continue to be able to enjoy it. 

The theme park has continued to make 
good on its promise to be a good neighbor, 
most recently with its $2,500 donation for 
trail maintenance. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen accepted the 
funds during a short ceremony held along 
the trail on June 30 and said the town al- 
ways appreciates the generosity of Six 
Flags. The donations are especially wel- 
come during difficult fiscal times. 

“It costs us about $6,000 to $8,000 to 
maintain the trail,’ said Cohen. “This dona- 
tion will go a long way in helping keep the 
trail looking as beautiful as it does now.” 

Jason Freeman, president of Six Flags 
New England, said the donation was made 
possible by the amusement park’s green 
program, which includes the discount visi- 
tors receive by bringing soda cans to the 
park. 

“We try to make donations with our green 
program when we can,” said Freeman. “It’s 
a great program and we are glad we can do 
our part to be a good neighbor.” 

Cohen said the town has not yet had to 
budget for the maintenance of the trail be- 
cause money was left over from the original 
construction of the project and placed in a 
special account. Donations have helped to 
sustain the account along with the low cost 
of the maintenance.

Planning and Community Development 
Director Deborah Dachos said the trail is 
doing well for the amount of traffic it re- 
ceives and she is happy residents are con- 
tinuing to utilize this particular town asset. 

“T occasionally drive along the trail and 
there are always people on it,” she said. 

Cohen said the trail maintenance has also 
been helped by local volunteers in town, 
including the Boy Scouts. 

“We have had a few kids do their Eagle 
Scout projects on the trail and we really ap- 
preciate what they have done as well,” he 
said. 

Cohen said most of the 1.75-mile stretch 
of trail is built on a retaining wall along the 
river, and as such it does flood occasionally 
during high rains. It is striped every year 
and is closed during the winter though us- 
ers can go on the trail at their own risk. 

The mayor said he remembers when the 
trail was first opened and also remembers 
taking his own father out on nice days. 

“It’s a really beautiful trail,’ he said. 
“We want to keep this nice for the safety 
of the people and keep it beautiful so we 
appreciate Six Flags’ donation.” 

Dachos said a five-mile loop is being 
planned for the trail and the design work 
has been completed to continue the bike 
path along School Street and a section of 
Main Street to wrap the path to each end of 
River Road. 

Because of cost effectiveness, main- 
tenance of the trail is bid out to Stellato 
Landscaping, who Cohen says does an ex- 
cellent job and takes pride in the appear- 
ance of the trail. 

“Our low bidder has always gone above 
and beyond,” he said.

answered the call. It must have been the 
Holy Spirit prodding me. 

Some special needs campers have 
physical disability; most have some men- 
tal disability. It would be easy to think of 
these campers in terms of everything they 
are not: not very smart, not very strong, 
not very graceful. But special needs camp 
is all about who we are and what we are. I 
say “we,” because I have my special needs 
as well. Iam not, for example, very good 
at sports. But at special needs camp, that 
doesn’t matter, because it is a loving and 
accepting community. It’s a safe place to 
try something and fail at it. And in such 
a safe place for trying and failing, ironi- 
cally, many people can learn to succeed. 

So I watched a couple of overweight 
campers, people who have difficulty 
just walking along the dirt road at camp, 
climb onto the low ropes and clamber 
along from one tree to another. I heard

people who can barely talk, sing! I saw 
an awkward, roly-poly camper move to 
the music with amazing grace. I laughed 
and joked with people who can hardly tell 
today from tomorrow, and for me, it was 
a great release not to have to think about 
tomorrow with all its cares. 

Special needs camp always reminds me 
that we are all God’s beloved children, all 
worthy in the eyes of God, all gifted in 
our individual ways. 

But I didn’t always see things that way, 
and the world doesn’t often see things that 
way. One counselor told me a story about 
a camper that chilled and saddened me. 

This camper (let’s call him “Joe’”) is 
only mildly retarded. He’s a lanky guy 
who always has his eye on the group— 
noticing what’s going on, ready to help, a 
little bit like a guardian angel. 

Joe had been showing up at the com- 
munity pool. There, as at camp, he had

his eye on people. Naturally, the commu- 
nity members assumed the worst. Watch- 
ing people the way he did, he had to be a 
predator. They banned him from the pool. 
But Joe is the sort of man who would have 
seen the swimmer in trouble and plunged 
into the pool before the lifeguard even no- 
ticed! Too bad for that community. 

What about us? Have we allowed them- 
selves to be co-opted by fear? Fear seems 
to be the byword of our time: fear of ter- 
rorists, fear of predators, fear of strang- 
ers. Fear leads to hatred. 

What kind of people will we choose to 
be? A people of love, or a people of fear? 

The Bible tells us that those who love 
need not fear: “There is no fear in love, 
but perfect love casts out fear...” (I John 
4:18). 

Let us be the community that chooses 
love. And the grace of God will be with 
us! Amen.

Smith Fund 


On Wednesday, June 8, The Horace Smith 
Fund held its 112th Corporators’ Meeting 
and scholarship awards ceremony at Bay 
Path College during which one recent Aga- 
wam High School graduate was awarded a 
scholarship. 

Michael Williams, chairperson of the 
Board of Trustees, announced that this year 
there were 34 scholarships and four fellow- 
ship recipients. 

“Providing that students maintain at least 
a B average in college, each scholarship pro- 
vides a total of $10,000 over four years and 
each fellowship provides $12,000 over three 
years. Therefore, The Horace Smith Fund 
is happy to be able to grant a total award of 
$388,000 to area students.” 

The Horace Smith Fund was established 
in 1899 by the successful and generous phi- 
lanthropist named Horace Smith, according 
to Benjamin Bump, the retiring executive di- 
rector of the fund. 

“He and Daniel Wesson were the founders 
of Smith & Wesson, located in Springfield. 
Mr. Smith’s will provided that the residual of 
his estate after several bequests to relatives 
and institutions, was to be used for public 
purposes at the discretion of his executors. 
They decided that it should be used to help 
deserving students finance their education.” 

The scholarships and fellowships are 
named for Walter S. Barr, a West Springfield 
businessman whose widow left the bulk of 
the family estate to The Horace Smith Fund 
in 1950. Recipients must be residents of 
Hampden County. 

The keynote speaker, Chicopee High 
School guidance counselor Dianne Vecchi- 
arelli, challenged students to consider the 
new opportunities before them. 

This year’s scholarship recipient from 
Agawam was Stephanie Scherpa.

Rev. Rice was born in Burma to missionary parents but 
spent his junior and senior years of high school in Amherst 
and received his undergraduate degree from the University 
of Massachusetts. His theological education was at Andover 
Newton where he graduated in 1974, the same year he was 
ordained into the Christian ministry. 

Rev. Rice has served churches on the south shore of Bos- 
ton, Tewksbury, and four churches in New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and New York. He has often said that coming to the 
First Baptist Church in Agawam was like “coming home.” 

Rev. Rice’s wife, Kathleen, is currently employed in Am- 
herst. They have a son and a daughter living on the west 
coast and another daughter living in Vermont. 

In addition to his ministry to his congregation, Rev. Rice 
was responsible for establishing the Covenant Group, a 
group of five area Baptist ministers who meet regularly to 
share their thoughts and experiences. His early years living 
in Burma made him more aware of the plight of the Karen 
refugees who came to live in this area and he has aided many 
families in adjusting to their new life.
